Royal Commission In ! 
Ontario To Probe 
Mental Hospitals 



Toronto.--Possible forerunner of a 
widespread probe of Ontario mental 
hospitals to determine if sane per¬ 
sons were being detained improper¬ 
ly, a royal commission of inquiry 
assembled at Premier Hepburn’s 
Queen’s park officre. 

Creation of the commission wqis 
ordered by the premier as the result 
of his personal knowledge of the 
rase of John R. Green, St. Thomas! 
lawyer. He said Green was held in 
the Ontario hospital, London, for 
two years and nine months after his 
committal for "observation” on an 
intoxication charge, 

"In my opinion he was never a 
mental case at any time,” Mr. Hep¬ 
burn said. 

The Green case led the premier 
to ask Hon. Harold Kirby, minister 
of health, to order suspension of Dr. 
George H. Stevenson,\superintendent 
of the London hospital. Pending the 
Investigation, Dr. McGeogh, Dr. 
Stevenson’s assistant, will be in 
charge of the hospital. 

Clifford R. Magone, solicitor in the 
aitorney - general’s department, is 
ktad of the commission.

CITIES and towns of Alberta are 
inter-dependent. The cities are whole¬ 
sale and distributing centres; the rur¬ 
al areas make possible the big busi¬ 
ness of the cities. Were it not for the 
larger distributing centres, retailers 
in the smaller places wuuld have to 
send to points farther away for their 
goods, and would have to order weeks 
in advance and in greater quantity 
than by ordering from comparatively 
nearby centres. 

THIS ISSUE has been made pos¬ 
sible by the co-operation of advertis¬ 
ers who have liberally supported our 
efforts. Its main purpose is to give 
greater publicity to the coal industry 
of the Crows’ Nest Pass. As a news¬ 
paper we feel it is incumbent on us 
to make known to not only the people 
of Alberta, but to those further afield 
the importance of the steam coal in¬ 
dustry. It entails a considerable 
amount pf additional work to secure 
the material to make a worth-while 
presentation of the immense present 
and potential assets of the vast coal 
resources of these mountains, and the 
special article in this issue entitled 
“Coal Areas of Alberta’’ is well worth 
more than a passing glance. 

IT HAS been the aim of The Jour¬ 
nal to make known the significance 
of the coal industry, on which depends 
every line of retail and wholesale 
business in this area. At times we 
have felt that our own local retail 
business concerns and municipal bod¬ 
ies have failed to realize the neces¬ 
sity of co-operating in beneficial pub¬ 
licity concerning this district, but this 
has not deterred us from our objec-1 
tive—increased markets for Alberta 
coal.

In reviewing the various potential 
coal areas of Canada an easy first 
place must be given to the Province 
of Alberta as a result of the vastness, 
(juality and immense value of her 
reserves. 

So easily does she win this distinc¬ 
tion that it is a matter of very real 
regret that the industry is not as 
prosperous as it so obviously deserves 
to be. With the bulk of the Dominion’s 
coal areas lying within her borders 
and with the possession of quite a 
noticeable percentage of the world’s 
.supply it is sincerely to be hoped that 
the long drawn-out discrimination 
against Alberta coal may be near an 
end. 

'The pA>vince of Alberta is pre¬ 
sumably assisted by a subvention 
freight rate to-Ontario of $2.50 per net ] 
ton where the ordinary rate is $8.00 
or over. The value which this assist¬ 
ance has been, however, to the province 
may be illustrated by glancing at 
what actually happens and by taking 
for an example Alberta’s coal exports 
for 1935. 

During that year this province 
shipped only 64,669 tons of coal to 
Ontario when in the same period that 
province imported from the United 
States, in addition to shipments frorii 
■ and New Brunswick, 

”io, 840,960 tons. Alberta’s shipments 
to Ontario in this particular year, in 
comparison with these imports from 
the United States on which tariffs up 
to 76c per ton were paid, represent 
a somewhat discouraging one-half of 
one per cent. 

This illuminating and depressing 
revelation, which is repeated year by 
year, is attributable solely to the fact 
that the subvention rate is not suffi¬ 
ciently generous to enable Alberta 
coal to enter an Eastern Canadian 
' province and compete with a foreign 
product. 

Such a revelation, of course, finishes 
! at only one conclusion. A conclusion 
' which must quite forcibly demonstrate 
' the ftfct that pending a fair and rea¬ 
sonable adjustment of the situation,! 
Alberta, holding the bulk of Canada’s 
coal reserves, must continue to be 
1 jargely inactive regarding their de- 
velopment whilst Eastern Canada con¬ 
tinues to be supplied with her fuel 
requirements from foreign countries. 

A general classification of Alberta's 
at present accessible coal might be 
given as follows: bituminous, 69%: 
sub-bituminous, 23%, and lignite 
domestic, 18%. Discoveries of an¬ 
thracite in occasional pockets have 
been made, but commercial quantities 
under this classification have not yet| 
been found. 

The highest grade coal beds of j 
Alberta are perhaps the deposits lying 
just east of Banff, the deposits in the 
district of Sheep Creek in the southern 
part of the province and those in the 
vicinity of Smoky River in the north. 

The product of these three areas 
emanates from a cretacious basl*and] 
is described as a very high grade, low 
volatile, semi-bituminous coal. ’The 
deposits in the vicinity of Banff are 
regarded as the highest in grade 
these three. Coal, similar in quality 
and reported to be in considerable 
quantity, is stated to be evident just 
beyond the Alberta boundary in the 
neighbourhood of Hudson Hope, BJC. 

Production of coke and briquettes 
has shown a steady increase in recent | 
years. Coke manufactured in 1932 
totalled 2,183 tons, and in 1937, 66,967 
tons. The production of briquettes 
1931 reached a total of 16,192 tons, 
and in 193”/, 27,044 tons. 

Production of coal in 1937 showed 
1 increase of 987,392 tons over t 
total given for 1931. An increase 
the purchase of electrical power used 
by the coal mines of the province 
demonstrated by the total in 1997 
26,483,749 k.w. hrs., as compared with 
the total in 1931 of 16,918,626 k.w. hrs. 

There are 1216 by-products of bitu¬ 
minous coal—oils, perfumes, aspirin, 
acids, dyes, tar, gas, benzol, pitch, 
coke, lamp black, gasoline, etc. Each 
of these is representative of a possible 
future industry and a great deal may 
be dependent, vrith the coming of im¬ 
proved economic conditions and 
creased population, on assistance given 
by the Research Council of the Uni¬ 
versity of Alberta with a view to the 
success of such development. 

Hydrogenation or the extraction 
oil from coal might perhaps be 
garded as one of the most important | 
of these. It is a process carried 
on a large scale in Great Britain 
one which may at a future date bej 
successfully operated in Alberta. 

’The coal-beds of the Saunders 
Creek and Coalspur areas are con¬ 
sidered the most suitable for thi^s form 
of processing due to the fact that they 
are sub-bituminous in classification I 
and possess a minimum of 30% volatile I

THE HUMAN EQUATION 


(From “The Printed Word” 
Gradually the menace of the grade 
crossing to motor traffic is being les¬ 
sened on our main highways. Each 
year sees the building of a few new 
bridges and subways, while grade 
crossings that remain are more 
adequately protected by signal lights. 
Nevertheless, few days pass without 
a report of some unfortunate motorist 
who has failed to win a race with a 
train. 

Peculiarly enough, railway statis¬ 
ticians say that 80 per cent, of grade¬ 
crossing accidents occur within ten 
miles of the victim’s home. Frequently 
the victim is a farmer, so well ac¬ 
quainted with the scheduled times of 
the trains-that pass his property every 
day that he has given up looking both 
ways at the crossing. Then one day 
a special train appears at a time that 
the crossing would normally be safe, 
and another gory headline is provided 
for the local paper. 

Human liability to error at times 
appears to increase with experience. 
It is the trained bookkeeper who has 
to spend hours at the end of a month 
' hunting for a missing cent in his 
accounts. The practised orator is the 
man who, soon or late, makes a verbal 
indiscretion that is remembered long 
after his most impressive speeches 
are forgotten. Highway safety cam¬ 
paigns and highway safety laws must 
take into account the tendency of the 
experienced driver to make mistakes. 

In some of the United States the 
law requires that every driver must 
stop when he comes to a grade cross¬ 
ing.

Early History 
of Coleman 

Townsite Surveyed 35 Yeura Ago 
by IntematioiMl CmI & Coke Co, 
Limited; Steady Prorreee is Record 
of Intervenini: Years. 

In the early part of the year 1903, 
the International Coal & Coke Co. 
took over the Coleman townaite and 
the coal lands adjacent. The townsite 
was surveyed and lots placed on the 
market on October 22 of that year. 
During the remainder of the year of¬ 
ficials and workmen practically camp¬ 
ed on the townsite or slept at Blair¬ 
more hotels. 

About Christmas, however, the 
Coleman hotel with its ample and 
comfortable accommodations was op¬ 
ened. At the first of the following 
year, 1904, Mr. E. E. Reynolds arriv¬ 
ed from Pennsylvania to take the po¬ 
sition of mine superintendent. Dur- ~ 
ing the year the town rapidly devel¬ 
oped and at the close the population 
was about 500. Banking and business 
houses providing every necessity for 
civilized life were in full operation. 

The first overseer was Mr. G. M. 
Tripp. School accommodations being 
urgently needed, a temporary ar¬ 
rangement was made with the trus¬ 
tees of Blairmore district, in which 
Coleman was situated, to open a 
school in the town. This was done 
with Miss Nettie McIntyre as first 
teacher. The Church of England mis¬ 
sion hall, small building erected in 
the spring of the year, was used for 
two months as a school room, but be¬ 
coming too crowded, the upper flat 
of the Byrnner building was engaged. 

The Coleman school district was of¬ 
ficially set apart in March, 1905. 

The improvements in 1904 included 
the erection of Company offices, bank 
official’s residence, iR. N. W. Mounted 
Police barracks and a second hotel in 
town, while the plant at the mine was 
practically completed. 

In the summer a citizens’ commit¬ 
tee put in a temporary water system, 
surface pipes conducting water from 
a short distance up the ereek which 
ran through the village. This was re¬ 
placed by a permanent system before 
the beginning of winter. The electric 
light system was put in operation 
about the middle of April, 1906, and 
a telephone system also about the - 
same time. In the fall of this year, 
1905, a fine large school building was 
erected, as the village had entirely 
outgrown its school accommodation. 
Messrs. A. Cameron, F. G. Graham 
and Rev. R. A. Robinson were first 
school trustees. Miss Cameron suc¬ 
ceeded Miss McIntyre as teacher, re¬ 
signing in December this year. How¬ 
ever, this school building was found 
inadequate and another building was 
erected to accommodate the smaller 
classes. Mr.'Manthome is present 
principal, with Miss Jobbet and Miss 
McNab as assistants. 

On April 1, 1906, the Institutional 
church, one of a number of similar 
buildings scattered through the west 
built by the Presbyterians, was open¬ 
ed. Part of the building is devoted to 
club, rooms, which are kept open from 
9 a.m. to 10 p.m. every day, and 

— which are bright and well appointed. 

A recreation and debating club has 

— recently been organized in connection 
with this, which promises splendid re¬ 
sults. Rev. T. M. Murray is pastor 
of the church. 

During this year the adherents of 
the Church of England, who were the 
first organized denomination under 
Rev. R. A. Robinson, feeling thefir 
church home too small, built a fine 
chapel in the residential part of the 
village. Rev. Mr. Webb is present 
rector. The Catholic church was also 
built this year and is a large build¬ 
ing eminently suited for their pur¬ 
poses and a credit to their cause. Rev. 
Father DeWilde is the popular res¬ 
ident priest. The Pacific was the third 
hotel built and enjoys good patron¬ 
age. Many residences were also built 
this year. 

Many improvements had in the 
meantime been made by the coal com¬ 
pany, chief among which was the ad¬ 
ditional building of 76 coke ovens. 
Mr. H. N. Galer was overseer during 
1907, and many improvements along

Following the depression which was 
prevalent over all Canada in 1929 and 
a few years after, Coleman began to 
make recovery in 1932, when the bat¬ 
tery of coke ovens of International 
Coal & Coke Co. Ltd. were re-opened 
after many years of idleness. 

Successful negotiations between the 
company and Consolidated Mining & 
Smelting Co. Ltd. resulted in a con¬ 
tract being awarded for supplying 
coke for the Trail smelters, which of 
course necessitated increased coal 
production, besides which substantial 
orders were secured from the Cana¬ 
dian Pacific Railway Company ex¬ 
tending over a period of years. 

This gave steadier employment to 
miners than had been the rule for 
some years previously, and the in¬ 
creased payroll was evident in the 
improvements that were made to all 
classes of homes, besides which many 
new houses were built in the original 
townsite as well as in the sub-divis-

jEarly Days In 
Frank Recalled 
by Visitor 

Mr. Harrey Murphy, of Nanaimo, 
Tells of Wild and Woolly Bays in 
Former Metropolis' of ‘*rhe Pass.’ 
An interesting visitor over the 
week end was Miv-Hwvey Mwphy 
(not the gentleman of the game name 
of recent exciting episodes in 
Crows’ Nest Pass, but who lived here 
years before those occurred). 

Accompanied by his wife, and by 
his sister, Mrs. J. Naylor, who had 
been visiting them at Nanaimo, Van¬ 
couver Island, they arrived by auto¬ 
mobile for a few days visit, and re¬ 
newed acquaintanceship with 
friends in the Pass towns. On Sat¬ 
urday night Mayor G. Pattinson in¬ 
vited a few friends to meet Mr. Mur¬ 
phy, who were regaled with some in¬ 
teresting yarns of happenings in 
Frank between 1906 and 1913, during 
which time he was in business with a 
gentleman named Cobley. Mr. Pat¬ 
tinson also Kved there at that time. 

Frank, now a ghost of its former 
self, was a “humdinger” of a town 
then; in fact Jimmy Naylor says there 
a natural death there in two 
years—those who died came to vio¬ 
lent ends, either from hold-ups or 
from being bumped off for offences 
tolerated in the game of poker. 

Mr. Murphy lived in Macleod dur- 
construction days of the Crows’ 
Nest Pass railroad, when the North¬ 
west Mounted Police headquarters 
'as in full swing. He tells of many 
interesting and thrilling incidents of 
those days, when the present chief 
justice of Saskatchewan, Sir Freder- 
Haultain, was practising law, and 
the late Judge C. E. D. 'Wood was ed¬ 
itor of the Macleod Gazette. 

Life at Frank was even more ex¬ 
citing, with an occasional murder I 
mystery to be solved, which included 
the killing of a mounted policeman, 
whose murderer was not apprehended 
till seven or eight years after at Mi¬ 
chel, when two women in a quarrel 
gave a clue to the arrest of the mur¬ 
derer. Another murder case was that I 
a man whose body was found 
dumped in a log pond, having been 
struck with a knife, and on whom the 
jury returned a verdict of death by 
some unknown person. Though strong 
suspicion rested on certain parties, 
no action was taken because it was 
the general opinion he came to hisl 
death as the result of cheating at 
cards. 

Mr. Murphy recalled the boom town 
of Hosmer. His partner decided it 
would be a good stroke of business to 
go up on the train (autos not being 
in use at the time) and purchase a lot 
to erect a store.

Unearthed In Peru 

Dr. Wendell C. Bennett of the de¬ 
partment of anthropology of the 
American museum of natural history, 
has returned from a six-months’ 
archaeological expedition into north¬ 
ern Peru where he uncovered the 
dwelling places, temples, pottery and 
metal work of a civilization which, 
thus far known, is one of the oldest 
in Peru.

Plum X sand cherry hybrids—Opata, 
Sapa, Oka, Tom Thumb and Champa.

King George Presents New Flag 
To yeomen of The Guard 

For the first time for 129 years 
the Yeomen of the Guard, the oldest 
armed force in attendance on the 
King, has its own standard, present¬ 
ed by His Majesty in the grounds of 
Buckingham Palace. 

The Queen, Queen Mary and the 
Princesses watched the ceremony 
from a balcony. 

The King’s Bodyguard had been 
without a standard since 1809, when 
the colors were lost in a fire at St. 
James’ Palace. 

The new standard is crimson. It 
bears the Royal badge; the date of 
the foundation of the corps, 1485; 
the badges of the Royal houses of 
Tudor, Stuart and Hanover, and the 
date of presentation. 

The Yeomen, in scarlet and gold 
Tudor uniforms, and carrying hal- 
belfes, were drawn up in two lines 
for the ceremony.

limits of a single volume of the'social 
and economic condition of t)ie Do¬ 
minion. This new edition has been 
thoroughly revised throughout and 
includes in all its chapters the latest 
Information available Up to the date 
of going to press. 

The 1938 Canada Year Book cx^ 
tends to almost 1,200 pages, dealing 
with all phases of the national life 
and more especially with those sus¬ 
ceptible of statistical measurement. 

A statistical summary of the pro¬ 
gress of Canada is included in the 
introductory matter. This gives a 
picture in figures of the remarkable 
progress which the country has 
made since the first census of the 
Dominion was taken in 1871, sixty- 
seven years ago. 

Attention may be called to some 
of the more important features of the 
present volume. 

In Chapter I., which treats of 
Physiography, a revised article on 
the Geology of Canada appears at 
pp. 16-27; Part III.—Selamology— 
last published in the 1931 Year Book 
Is brought up to date this year’) and 
a special article, “The Flora of Can¬ 
ada”, prepared by John Adams, M.A.

A local merchant complains that 
merchandise comes in from outside 
points which does not pay anything 
towards local taxes. Until legislation 
is passed preventing this, nothing 
much can be done about it. The print¬ 
ing industry in the smaller towns 
faced with the same problem, and re¬ 
ceives no protection vidiatever from 
chisellers and bedroom printing out¬ 
fits that do not even pay decent wages 
or maintain any standard of ethics.

matter. Lignite coal of the plains of 
a certain type and possessing suflBcient 
volatility can also be successfully sub¬ 
jected to the hydrogenation process. 

The quantity of gasoline extractable 
in Great Britain is at the rate of 1,400 
lbs. or 1791 gallons to every 81 tons 
of coal. The latest report on cost of 
the process, including use of fuel, is 
lid or 22c per gallon. 

The process in Alberta is not, how¬ 
ever, practicable as yet for the reason 
that the cost of 22c per gallon is 
naturally unable to compete with the 
cost of about 10c per gallon in re¬ 
coveries from oil. 

Production of crude petroleum in 
the United Kingdom in 1936 totalled 
119,000 long tons or 940,000 barrels. 
These recoveries were made prin¬ 
cipally from the hydrogenation of coal 
with a small percentage secured from 
the mining of shale and without the 
possession of a single producing oil- 
well. The industry in Great Britain 
is made possible by a protective tariff 
of 8d per gallon. 

The day will unquestionably arrive 
when this new industry -will also be¬ 
come possible in Alberta. Its eventual ] 
introduction into the province should 
in the course of time not only prove 
a powerful and invaluable ally to 
Alberta’s oil industry, but result also 
in a tremendous increase in the de¬ 
velopment of the province’s coal¬ 
mines and automatically create for 
such development a very much larger 
demand for labour. 

The prospect of such a change in 
the future at least offers itself as one 
po.ssible way out of the stagnation 
into which unjust discrimination has 
driven the development of the vast 
and extremely wealthy coal areas in 
Alberta.

Born in Ijancashire, he came to 
Canada in 1911. The Crows’ Nest Pass 
wae his destination and his . first joib 
was at Blairmore cement works. Lat¬ 
er he entered the employ of the C. P. 
R. at Coleman. In 1913 he went to the 
collieries at Passburg, and enlisted 
'for overseas service in 1916 at Pin- 
cher Creek in the Canadian Mounted 
I Rifles, training at Sarcee camp. He 
transferred to the 192nd Battal- 
his father, the late chief of po¬ 
lice here, and his brother Harold, now 
of Calgary, having joined the same 
I battalion. 

In 1916 (October) he proceeded to 
I Shorncliffe, being assigned to a tun¬ 
neling company, going to the Ypres 
salient, serving in that .shell torn area 
for 18 months. In March, 1918, he 
was sent with other Canadian troops 
to take part in the big push, arriving 
at Doulons. 

Here he became a casualty, being 
buried and almost killed by a .shell ex¬ 
plosion. This meant a “Blighty,” and 
after convalescing in Buxton, Eng¬ 
land, he was returned to Canada. The 
day after Christmas, 1918, he com¬ 
menced work for McGillivray Creek 
Ltd. He worked 
there till August, 1920, when he went 
to International mine. 

In 1923 he was compelled to quit 
the mine, the effects of his war ser¬ 
vice making it necessary for him to 
spend three months in Keith Sana¬ 
torium. Returning to Coleman, he 
I was steward of the war veterans club 
for two years, subsequently resuming 
employment with the McGillivrav 
I company. 

He was married in 1916 to Miss 
Annie Speed, formerly of Dunferm¬ 
line, Fifeshire, Scotland, at Medicine 
Hat, and has three sons and one 
daughter, all living here. 

He is one of Coleman’s most indus¬ 
trious citizens, and has a commodious 
home on Sixth street, a large share 
.of the building being done by himself. 
The confidence of his fellow workmen 
was shown this year when he -was 
elected secretary of the local union.
